3. Every notice convening a mecting shall be accompauicd by a list of the business 
to be brought forward at such meeting, signed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman. 

4, Should the Chairman or Vice-Chairman determine to call an extraordinary or 
special meeting, not less than 24 hours notice of the day fixed for such extraordinary 
meeting shall be given to the Commissioners.

(2)—Rules for determining the qualifications to be required of public vaccinators. 


No person shall be recognized as a public vaccinator who does not possess a certificate 
of competency signed by a Superintendent of Vaccination, a Civil Surgeon, other principal 
Civil Medical Officer of » district, or Principal Military Medical Officer of a Cantonment, 

No such certificate will be granted by such Superintendent of Vaccination or other 
officer aforesaid unless he has satisfied himsolf, by oral and practical examination, that the 
candidate possesses sufficient knowledge and skill. 

Every person applying to be examined must submit evidence that he has been employed 
in vaccinating, iu the capacity of an apprentice or assistant, for a period of at least six 
months, 

The object of the examination is to test the candidate’s— 

(1) knowledge of the phenomena of the vaccine disease ; 

{2) knowledve of the methods of performing vaccination ; 

(3) knowledge of the methods of collecting aud storing lymph ; 

(4) power of recognizing a good vesicle aud cicatrix ; 

(5) general acquaintance with the phenomena of small-pox ; 

(6) knowledge of the provisions of Act V of 1880 and of Act II of 1887, in as 
far as they relate to the duties of a vaccinator ; 

(7) acquaintance with the forms and certificates required to be kept and granted 
under Act V of 1880 and Act II of 1887, 

Tho certificate will be written on parchment in accordance with the following form :—

In fact, 
none but perfectly healthy children should be used as subjects for conveyance of lymph, A 
clean lancet should invariably be used; when a foul laucet is used, it produces an amount of 

irritation in the vesicles which renders success doubtful.

plone operation, In ordinary times persons in good health are 
: only ty be vacciuatrd, bat in times of epidemic every 
unprotected person, whether in sound health or otherwise, should be vaccinated. There is no 
fear in yacciuatiug pregnaut women. 

1%. Iu eases of yoo aud successful vaccination, the following phenomena are observed 
in tho places where the virus is inserted :—No change takes place until the third day, when 
the points of insertion of the virus appear like red spots or mosyinto bites. Ou the fourth 
day these spots look like iittic pimples, On the fifth and sixth days the pimples enlarge into 
$ de contain clearlymph. On the seventh day the vesicles are fully developed, Qu 
the eighth day areol torm around the vesicles. There is sympathetic fever from this day, 
On the ninth day the contents of the vesicles become perfectly yellow, and the surrounding 
juffaumation Lccomes more intense. After the tenth day a crust gradually forms, brownish- 
black in colour aud of cousiderable thicknows, and should fall olf from the 18th to the 20th 
day, or two days carlicr in the hot season. It should leave a well-depressed cicatrix, with 
marked edges and floor lined and pitted.

21. The vaccinators must be kind and courteous towards the people that come to the 
public vaccino stations to have their children vaccinated. ‘The people from their ignorance 
of the vaccine discase will ask many useless aud tedious questions of tue vaccinators, but 
the latter should not get annoyed ut this, They should particularly explain everything which 
the parent or guardian of vaccinated children may want to know. While vaccinating at 
private houses, tuey should be equally kind and courteous in their manners, uad although 
the law does not prolubit their taking any reward or prescnt from persons eble and willing 
wo pay, they should make so demands.

1. The ordinary meetings prescribed by section 8% of the Act shall be held at-the office 
of the Commissioners at a fixed hour of a fixed day of each month, to be decided upon at 
the last ordinary meeting of the preceding year. 

2. A notice of the business to be brought forward at every meeting shall be circulated 
to each Commissioner, and shall be hung up at the office of the Commissioners not less than 
three days before the date of the meeting : 

Provided that the accidental failure of service of notice on any Commissioner shall not 
invalidate the proocedings of any meeting. 

8. Any Commissioner desirous of submitting any motion to the meeting must forward 
3 copy of such motion to the Chairman not less than seven days before the date of such 
meeting for incorporation in the notice of business, 

4. All such notices of motions shall be entered in a book to be kept in the office 
of es Commissioners, and shall be numbered and dated as they are received in consecutive 
numbers. 

5. At ordinary mestinga the business shall be transacted in the following order, 
unless the President, with the consent of the majority of the Commissioners present, deter- 
mine otherwise :— 

(a).—The proceedings of the last ordinary meeting, and of any special meeting 
since held, shall be laid: betore the meeting, and if confirmed as correctly 
written shall be signed by the Chairman,

(c).-The business contained in the notice of the mecting prescribed by Rule 2 in

hat ‘which the original meeting left unfinished shall be transacted at sn

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G. At aspecial meeting no business save that for which the meoting’ wae ,called ‘ahall 
be transacted. 

7. very motion or amendment shall be reduced ‘to writing and seconded: before 
put to the meeting or debated. Thc mover of any motion or amendment may withdraw the 
samo at any period of the debate. 

8. Every amendment shall be so worded as to form an intelligible sentence either alone 
or in its proper place in an original motion as the case may be, provided that no amend- 
ment can negitive the original motion. 

9, The President way, fur rcasons to be recorded in the minutes of the proceedings 


(a) rule that a motion or amendment is illegal or out of order ; and 

(4) make such alterativas in a motion or amendment as shall, in his opinion, 
render it legal and in order, and may in case ) refuse to put the motion 
or amendent to the meeting, and in ease (4) refuse to put the motion or 
ancnimeot to the meeting, unless and until the propeser or seconder accept 
the alteration so made, and the decision of the majority of the Commis- 
sioners present shall bo final, 


10. In discussing questions coming before the meeting, a Commissioner shall speak 
from his place, shall rive when he speaks, and address the Chairman. A Commissioner shall 
not be allowed to read his speech, but he may refresh his memory by referring to notes, and 
he may read as part cf his speech passages from books or papers cited in support of his 
argument. At avy time if the President rises, any Commissioner speaking shall imme- 
diately resume his seat. No Commissioner shall te heard except upon business then regularly 
hefore the meeting, or by permission of the Chairman (specially obtained), in explanation 
of what he had said in a previous debate. No Commuissionor other than the mover shall 
speak more than once upon a question except by permission of the Chairman, but the 
mover shall be allowed, if he have spoken to the question, when making lis motion, to 
close the debate with » reply, A Commissioner who has spoken upon a motion may speak 
over again upon any amendment thereof afterwards moved; and a Commissioner may 
explain by permission of the Chairman what he has before spoken if it has been misunder- 
stood. No Commissioner in dcbate shall name another Commissioncr. Should more than 
onc member rise to address the mecting at the same time, the order of precedence shall be 
determined by the President. 

1t. Votes shall be taken cither by show of hands, or by poll. The votes of the 
Commissioners shall be taken by the President, Any three Commisstoners present, may 
demand a puil. When the show of hands has been taken, the President shall declare whether 
the resolution has been carried or not, and every matter shall be held to be decided and 
concluded on such declaration being made, unless a poll be at once demanded. 

2. Voting by proxy is prohibited, and uo Commissioner may vote upon any motion 
or amendment unless he be prescut in person ut the time when it is put to the vote. 

13. When sn amendment upon any motion is moved, or when two or mere such 
amendments ure moved, the President shall read the terms of the origiual motion and of the 
amendment or amendments proposed. If there be but one amendment proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be put as proposed to be amended, If the amendment be carried in tho affirmative, 
the original motion falls, but if the amendment be neyatived, the original question shall be 
put to the mecting. If more than one amendment be proposed, tho President shall put 
that amendment first which he thinks may most conveniently be first disposed of, and sv, 
if necessary, of all the others. If any motion as made involves scvgral points, the 
President at his disezctivn may divide it, so that cach point may be determined separately. 

14. When any Commissioner shall have occasion to ask a question of another 
Commissioner relating to the business of the meeting, he shall ask the question through 
the President. 

15. Subject to the foregoing rnles, the Presidont sha!] regulate the course of all business 
brought before any meeting of the Commissioners. He shall preserve order. No diseussion 
on any point of order shall be allowed unless the President think fit to take the opinion of
